Life in the Western City That 
Sprang Up in a Night. 



Lawton, O. T., Aug. 9, 1901. I 

Editor Press: Perhaps a few 
lines from this place, a description 
of this country, and the ways of 
life in Lawton, would be interest- 
ing to your readers. 

I have received a great many 
letters from my friends and not 
having any help in my line of 
work, take this method of answer- 
ing them. 

Lawton is situated five miles 
South of Fort Sill, and has a pop- 
ulation of over five thousand peo- 
ple that intend making their home 
in this country. 

I arri/ed at Fort Sill on the 23d 
of July. There were tents in ev- 
ery direction. I came over to Law- 
ton on the 25th and found nearly 
twenty thousand people in wag- 
ons, tents, and even out on the 
open prairie. The roads were lin- 
ed with wagons, buggies, hacks, 
with people on horseback and peo- 
ple walking. 

I came overland in a wagon, 
(the only way to get out here, 35 
miles from the main line of the 
Rook Island railroad), and the en- 
tire road was lined witii wagons 
all the way. 

Just before reaching this place 
I was told to look across the prai- 
rie to the east, and to my surprise 
I saw a wagon with all kinds of 
household plunder towering above 
it, drawn by a large horse and a 
small oow. 

One man came to El Reno with 
his family in a cart, he pulling the 
oart from Kansas. 

At first the town looked perfect- 
ly whits to one at a distance, and 
was oallsd "Kagtown," but aftsr 



August fith the lots were sold at 
auction (the sales just closing 
August 30th), and then the build- 
ings sprung up as if by magic, 
and now hundreds of buildings 
are occupied by every kind of bup- 
iness, there being about ninety 
saloons, thirty-three drug stores, 
and too many grocery stores and 
lemonade stands to count. 

All lines of profession are rep- 
resented. Lawyers, (and the most 
of them oould be spelled with four 
letters) surveyors, locators, in fact 
men that don’t know straight up, 
have offices as locators, etc. 

Water is plentiful at a depth of 
20 to 50 feet . 

(Treat excitement prevails just 
now over a well in town that is be- 
ing sunk for a public well. It was 
discovered that there was a smear 
of oil and quite a little How of gas 
issuing from the well, the drill 
having passed through the strata 
of oil bearing rock, and there is 
quite a little speculation going on 
just at present. 

The Rock Island railroad will 
have its road completed to this ci- 
ty this week. 

This country is a fine oountry 
for agriculture, with the exception 
of being a little dry some years, 

I The soil is very fertile. Part of 
the Lland is ^timbered. Timber is 
found on all of the creeks— wal- 
nut, peoan, post oak, elm and sev- 
eral other varieties. 

Living is not so high as it was 
four weeks ago, Board is $4 per 
week and lodging $1.25. 

During the last few days ice sold 
for 10c a pound, and is selling for 
lc at present. 

I have met men here from all 
the counties ad|oining Crittenden, 
aiuoog them one of Livingston’s 
well known teaohers, R. A. Faulk- 
ner. 

There is not much of a show for 
a man here unless he has some ca- 
pital, (or tbara are mao bare who 



will work for anything they enn 
get.

»'Thr President Will lie! Well.** 

"The president will get well,” he 
said several times. "I feel it and 1 
am sure the doctors now feel it. Of 
course, the danger point has not been 
passed, but the continued absence of 
unfavorable symptoms strengthens 
our hope. The period for peritonitis 
to appear is rapidly passing away and 
there is not a sign of inflammation. 
The promptness with which the opera- 
tion was performed and the skill 
with which it was accomplished are 
telling their storv. The tissues were 
sutured so quickly that they proba- 
bly Is'gan to heal immediately. The 
president's go id health and tiie long 
life of careful living behind him are 
in his favor; but ubove all, Ids in- 
domitable will and his fine courage 
are t lie factors counted upon to pull 
bini through, ilc bus made up his 
tnind to live, and live he will. The 
rise in his tcin|M-ruture during' the 
night was somewhat disturbing, but 
his febril condition is better, and our 
hopes continue in the ascendant. The 
fact that his slumber during the night 
was restless is not to be wondered at. 
All the conditions under which he is 
living are abnormal. The water and 
liquid nourishment which lie is re- 
reiving are being administered hypo- 
dermically, and this fact alone would 
Account for his restlessness." 

I > r . Myiitrr’® Opinion. 
l>r. Herman Mynter came from the 
Milburn house nt 9:30. He said: 
“Everything is satisfactory. Every 
hour that passes with no decidedly 
unfavorable results is encouraging 
and indicate of final recovery." 

Dr. Eugene Wasdin, another of the 
consultation stnff, emerged from the 
house a few minutes later, lie said: 
"There are no distressing symptoms. 
The restlessness of the putient dur- 
ing the night is not serious and is 
to be expected when it is understood 
that he slept during the day Sunday." 

Abner McKinley, brother of the 
president, urrived at the house of Mr. 
Milburn nt 10:05 and was immediately 
admitted. 

Vr.llns of Satisfaction Prevailed. 

Senator Fairbanks and Comptroller 
<ot the Currency Dawes came from 
the house together and their smiling 
iuces indicated the satisfaction pre- 



failing among those nearest the pres- 
ident. 

| "Splendid, splendid," said Senator 
Ksii'lxtnks, referring to the doctors' 
last report.

When Abner McKinley cant" 
from the house at 10:45 he repeated 
the expressions of confidence given 
by those who lind preceded him. but 
added no new details on the situa- 
tion.

Kinley left. The senator seemed to 
l>c in a happy frame of mind, ns th>* 
satisfactory bulletin hud already 
reached him. 

When a number of photographers 
leveled their camera nt him, he smil- 
ingly asked: "llow many a times a 
day do you fellows expect to do that 
to me?" 

Myron T. Herrick, who accompanied 
him, added the jocular comment: "In- 
stead of the camera, you had better 
put the N rays on the senator." 

Those passing remarks reflected the 
happy state of feeling which pre- 
vailed among those near the presi- 
dent. 

DOI IIT ALMOST dispelled. 

Confidence IIi-kIiiiiIuk to Itc Felt in 
I'ltlinntr Recovery, 

Milburn House, Buffalo, X. A’., Sept. 
9.- President McKinley's condition 
Monday morning was so favorable 
that if dispelled almost the last shade 
of doubt ami apprehension and led 
those nearest him to make the most 
continent predictions of his recovery. 
The official bulletins from the physi- 
cians as well as the authoritative 
statements of those in most intimate 
relation with the presidential house- 
hold gave certainty to the feeling 
that t lie worst phnses of the crisis 
were about over. 

Te 111 po rn ry Apprehension Dispelled. 

The tone of the early bulletin in re- 
ferring to the president's somewhat 
restless night gate temporary appre- 
hension. but this was speedily dis- 
; pclled by the results of the consulta- 
tion held by the doctors, from eight 
I to nine o'clock and officially an- 
nounced at tiie latter hour. This dis- 
closed a marked improvement in the 
pulse and temperature. Aside from 
| these pathological features, the doc- 
j tors gave tiie cheering information, 
free from all technicalities of science, 
that the president's condition was be- 
coming more and more satisfactory 
and that untoward symptoms were 
becoming less likely. Besides their 
official, signed utterances, the doc- 
tors gave individual expressions rein- 
forcing the buoyant and confident 
tone. They mad* known, too, that the 
president’s mind was dear, his men- 
tal faculties as vigorous as ever ready 
to talk with the doctors, but they re- 
strained him to a considerable extent. 
Produced Feeling of Confidence. 
These positive assurances gnve to 
the members of the cabinet and to 
tiie relatives and nearest friends of 
the president, n feeling of confidence 
little short of absolute certainty that 
the president was now well on the 
way to recovery. Without exception, 
those who came from the Milburn 
house expressed this same confident 
view. Among those who called to re- 
ceive the good news and then to re- 
peat it to the many anxious watchers, 
were Attorney-General Knox. Secre- 
tary Wilson, l’ostmnster-General 
Charles Emory Smith, Senator Han- 
na, Abner McKinley, Myron T. Her- 
rick, Senator Fairbanks, Comptroller 
Dawes and many others holding the 
closest relations with the president. 

SHE SAW II FH HISDAXD. 

Airs. AIcKInlev Permitted In I'ny a 
Uriel Visit t» Iter llusliiind. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, X. A'., Sept. 
9. — Mrs. McKinley was admitted to 
the sick room Monday morning and 
had a brief stay with her afflicted 
husband. The veil of domestic priva- 
cy is. of course, thrown over the de- 
tails of tiie meeting. Mrs. McKinley 
bore tip well and displayed the same 
fortitude which lias characterized 
Iter, ns well ns tiie president, since the 
tragic event occurred. Although there 
hnve been statements tliut Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley lias not been apprised of the 
manner in which the president was 
Injured, it can be slated, positively, 
that she is fully aware that lie was 
shot, although it has not been neces- 
sary to dwell upon the burrowing de- 
tails of the uffair. 

SIGX OF GROWING ITHEAGTH. 

The President Able lo Turn Himself 
Without I'aln. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, X. Y., Sept. 
9. — As indicating the growing 
strength of tin* president, the follow- 
ing incident of the morning is relat- 
ed by one of those inside the Mil- 
burn house familiar with the facts. 

Mr. McKinley had been lying for a 
long time in one position, but during 
the morning he usked if lie could 
change this position. The doctors in 
attendance gave their assent, where- 
upon the president changed his posi- 
tion by his own effort, without diffi- 
culty und without puin. 

The Outlook Ktlll Grows Favorable. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, X. Y., Sept.

The vice-president did not leave the 
Wilcox mansion, where he is staying, 
until after the noon hour, and then 
he walked the mile to the presidential 
quarters in company with the corre- 
spondent. 

Just after he had left the mansion 
he was accosted by a colored man who 
was raking a lawn. "Governor, may 1 
shake hands with you?" he said. 

"You certainly may,” answered the 
vice-president, turning quickly and 
grasping his hand, and then as two 
laborers with dinner pails and tools 
slipped up, he shook hands with them. 
Spoken Lika an American. 

“Ain’t you afraid of being shot?’ 
asked one of the men. "No, sir,” he 
snapped out, "and I hope no otficiul 
of this country will ever be afraid. 
You nun are our protection, and the 
foul deed done the afternoon of 
Friday will only make you the more 
vigorous in your protection of the 
lives of those whom you select to 
office. Such men as you can work 
with the ballot for the salvatiou of 
the country without restort to vio- 
lence.” 

Thinks Recovery Will be Rapid. 

As he walked on, the vice-president 
discussed the ease of the president 
and his condition. He said: "I be- 
lieve that the bulletins being issued 
are none too sanguine. In fact, 1 
know they are not. I am perfectly 
positive that the president will re- 
cover, and more than that, I believe 
the illness will be brief and the re- 
covery rapid. I had two men and a 
relative shot in the same manner in 
the Cuban campaign. They lay in the 
marshes for some time without at- 
tendance and yet they recovered." 

TRAGEDY AT DES MOINES, IA. 

A Young Hu.bunil Instantly Kills 
Ills Wife and Then At- 
tempts Suicide, 

Des Moines, la., Sept. 9 . — While 
standing upon the parking of Locust 
street, in the heart of the city, at 
7:45 a. m., talking with his wife, Otis 
Green, 27 years of age, of Albia, la., 
put a bullet through the back of his 
wife's heud, killing her instantly, and 
then placed his revolver to his right 
temple and sent a bullet crashing 
through his head.

liuffnlo, X. Y., Sept. 9. — Many sen- 
sational reports are being circulated 
about cabinet action looking to the 
apprehension and prosecution of Em- 
ma Goldman and leaders of nnurchist 
organizations, of mysterious direc- 
tions from the secretary of war to 
the chief of poliee here, amj of devel- 
opments of u startling nature that 
are anticipated. The great majority 
of these reports, in the words of a 
cabinet officer, are "manufactured 
out of whole cloth." 

On the question of the prosecution 
of Czolgosz. the cabinet are unani- 
mously of tiie opinion, that it is pure- 
ly a local affair. There is no govern- 
ment statute covering an assault up- 
on the president of the United States, 
nnd in the eye of the law the crime of 
last Friday is merely a local offense 
committed against a private citizen in 
violation of tiie laws of tiie state of 
New York and of Erie county. 

The only request Secretary Root 
hsa made to the superintendent of 
poliee and t lie district attorney here 
was one designed to prevent the 
would-be assassin from being made a 
hero of by exploitation. It can in* 
stated upon the authority of a cabi- 
net officer that no general movements 
against anarchists in contemplated. 

No specific order for the arrest or 
detention of Emma Goldman has been 
sent out by Superintendent Hull, but 
it is possible that she will be ar- 
rested on tiie general request that the 
police throughout tiie country locate 
and examine any person who may be 
suspected of complicity in the crime. 
The police are endeavoring to trace 
her movements immediately before 
und after the president was shot. 

FRIGHTFUL RAILROAD WRECK. 

Wreck of n Trnln bonded with Grand 
Army Excursionist* On the 
llnltlmwre .1 Ohio. 

Wheeling, W. Va„ Sept. 9. — A 
frightful railroad accident occurred 
nt Burton tunnel, 40 miles east of 
here, on the Baltimore Ohio rail- 
road. One man was killed and one 
fatally hurt and a number of others 
slightly injured. The engine on the 
through express, running 30 miles nil 
hour, broke a flange anil jumped 
square across the track, rolling over 
onto its side and plowed into the 
side of a hill. Engineer M. H. Stover, 
one of the oldest men on the road, 
was pinned under the engine, and 
lire, which followed the wreck, cre- 
mated his body. Fireman Marlow 
was thrown from the engine, landing 
under the cab, where he was fatally 
scalded by escaping steam. Baggage- 
master Frank Riley and Postal Clerk 
Ross were both badly hurt, but not 
fatally. 

The train was made up of aix 
coaches loaded with G. A. R. excur- 
sionists bound for Cleveland. All 
were shaken up, but not more than a 
dozen were hurt, these being cut by 
broken glass. 

After the wreck the coaches took 
fire, and two, with the baggage car, 
were burned. The effects of the pus- 
sengers were all lost. Travel on the 
road is blocked and may not be 
opened before night.

— Through 
this quiet, peaceful Sabbath, every 
word that canie from the big vine-clad 
house ,n Delaware avenue, in which 
the stricken chief magistrate of the 
nation lies battling for life, was reas- 
suring and tonight the chances of his 
recovery are so greatly Improved that 
all of those who have kept the patient 
vigil at his bedside feel strongly that 
hia life will be spared. 

The developments of last night and 
today were dreaded, but hour after 
hour passed and the distinguished 
patient, struggling there beneath the 
watchful eyes of physicians and train- 
ed nurses, showed not an unfavorable 
symptom. Five times during the day 
the eminent doctors and surgeons as- 
semble*, for consultation and each 
time the verdict was unanimous that 
what change had occurred was for the 
better. 

Not the slightest premonitory symp- 
tom of peritonitis appeared and the 
fresh hope horn with the morning 
grew stronger and stronger as the 
day advanced until toward evening 
the confidence expressed in the presi- 
dent's recovery seemed almost too 
sanguine. 

L»r. Charles McBurney, the famous 
New York surgeon, who had been 
summoned In consultation, after a 
thorough examination in which he said 
he had found not a single unfavorable 
symptom, joined in the last afternoon 
bulletin, which declared that the presi- 
dent's condition was satisfactory to all 
the physicians present. It is not 
strange, therefore, that the vice presi- 
dent. the members of the cabinet and 
other distinguished visitors who call- 
ed came away with lighter hearts and 
buoyant tread and gave expression to 
the most optimistic sentiments. The 
encouraging news spread over the city 
with great rapidity and thousands 
canie In carriages, in street cars and 
afoot, to learn for themselves of the 
faith and conlldence that existed about 
the Milburn house. The brightness of j

PURE WATER DANGEROUS? 



Some Interest I np Observations Upon 
the Subject from Those Who 
Ilnve Mmlc It a Study, 



Mater is the natural drink of man- 
kind. No other liquid quenches thirst 
so well ns a glass of good water. But 
if this liquid is contaminated it may 
be a most noxious drink, says the Eu- 
ropean edition of the New Y'ork Her- 
ald. 

Absolutely pure water is found 
nowhere in nature. When water falls 
from the skies it may he contaminat- 
ed by the dust and the micro-organ- 
isms in the air. As a rule, this is 
what happens in ail large towns. It 
may happen in the country, also, 
though there, after a long rain, the 
air is, so to *penk, washed, when the 1 J 
rain water becomes relatively pure. 

Rain water is always soft and un- 
mir.ed with any mineral matter, 
wl/ereas water from wells and 
springs always contains more or less 
mineral matter of various species. 
Carbonate of lime is the most com- 
mon. Other matter is found in vary- 
ing quantities, according to the char- 
acter of t lie soil. Water containing 
mineral matter is called hard water. 
The degr- e of hardness depends on 
the quantity of matter contained in 
the water. 

Hygienists have speculated ns to 
whether hard water may be harmful

Dinger of Peritonitis. 

Hut If lie continues to improve for 
one more day the danger of peritonitis, 
which is most dreaded, will have prac- 
tically disappeared. 

Yesterday one of the doctors thought 
forty-eight hours would he the limit 
of the danger from that source, but 
his more conservative colleagues be- 
lieve at least twenty-four hours 
stbly thirty-six from this time, must 
elapse before the possibility of periton- 
itis shall have vanished. That disposed 
of. still other complications ma> 
arise. Blood poisoning might set in or 
an abscess form where the bullet is 
Imbedded In the muscles of the back. 

Thus far the ball of the assasslgi, 
which is still In the body, gives tlie 
physicians no anxiety. But If the 
slightest inflammation appears In the 
region of the lead the bullet will be 
Immediately extracted. No difficulty Is 
anticipated in this regard. One of 
Edison's best "Xray" machines, and 
his most skillful and trusted operator, 
Dr. H. A. Knolls, arrived today. The 
batteries were charged and the ma- 
chine Is ready for Instant use. With it 
the physicians say there is not the 
slightest doubt that tae hall can be 
located perfectly for an operation. 
They do not deem It advisable to sap 
any of the president's strength at this 
time. All his reserve force Is needed 
now to resist the danger of peritonitis 
and septic poisoning. Besides. If In- 
flammation does not set in around the 
bullet, It will soon become encysted.

the dissolving power of distilled 
water is much greater than that of 
ordinary water, but in dealing with 
this fact it may be pointed out that 
during the net of drinking the water 
does not come in contact with proto- 
plasmic cells, unless it be in the 
mouth or throat. In the stomach the 
water mixes with tl e aliment nnd the 
gastric juice, nnd tlip dissolving prin- 
ciple of the water attacks these. 
Tlie objection is therefore unfounded. 

Moreover, it has always been ob- 
served that in countries where only 
cistern water — i. e., rain water — is 
drunk this water has never done to 
those who drink it the same harm 
which they would have suffered from 
drinking the hard or stagnant water! 
they would otherwise have been 
obliged to drink. The same observa- 
tion has been made in regard to navy 
men, who drink distilled water only. 

Pure water, consequently, is not 
dangerous, and for the present the 
anathema launched against distilled 
water should be regarded as a bug- 
bear which ought to frighten nobody.]
